In order to insure a healthy social and industrial life, every big corpo- 
ration should be held responsible by, and accountable to, some sovereign 
strong enough to control its conduct. 

All private car lines, industrial roads, refrigerator charges and the like 
should be expressly put under supervision of the Interstate Commerce 
Coiimission or some similar body so far as rates and agreements prac- 
tically affecting rates are concerned. 

Congress should provide, by appropriate legislation, for the introduc- 
tion of block signals upon all railroads at the eariiest practical date, as 
a measure of increased satety to the traveling public.

CHEAP DISTANCE PHONE. 


Device of Columbia Professor to 
Be Put to Test: 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec, 5.—Prof. Pupin 
of Columbla University has been mak- 
ing experiments whereby a conversa- 
tion May be carried on between New 
York and San Franciseo over a very 
thin wire. His method is explained to 
the effect that by the use of loaded, 
coils the sound of the voice can be car- 
ried almost any distance and overcome 
the resistance in the atmosphere. Prof. 








Pupin is making experimenis in Se-/; 
wickly, a suburb of this city. He has 
used wire one-eighth of an inch thick, 
and his first succeseful use of so thin 
a line was made today between Sewick- 
ly and McKeesport. 

He has arranged with the Bell Tele- 
phone system whereby a line will be 
connected up between New York and 
San Francisco for a test. 

The wires now in use {or long-distance 
telephoning are heavy copper rods, and 
the expense connected with stringing 
the lines, and the heavy charge of elec- 
tricity necessary tO carry the sound 
makes them too expensive for long-dis- 
tance operation. Prof. Pupin believes 
he has overcome the difficulty.
